the stuff sick. Foul smell seems to 
be a requisite in most madicines, and 
if the beneficial effect* of medicines 
are proportionate to the odor, the med- 
icines of the Chinese should be the beat 
in the world.

The seal which Gen. Gordon used oa 


all the documents he signed while shut 
up in Khartoum had a history, which 
is narrated in the "Life of Chauncey 
Maples," missionary bishop of Liko- 
nia. East Central Africa. While at 
Cairo the bishop stopped at the house 
of a friend, Floyer, of whom he writes: 


Floyer had seen a great deal of Gen. 


Gordon, and showed me one very inter- 
esting letter—the last he received from 
him. The occasion of it was interest- 
ing.' Floyer had volunteered to prepare 
Gordon a seal with his name in Arabic 
characters upon it. For this purpose 


j he chose an old coin, which he partly 
' melted and refashioned. 


When the seal was completed it was 


found that two words that had been 
ou the coin were still legible. The 
words were ia Arabic, and signified 
"The Messenger of God." Gordon no- 
ticed them, and was much pleased, and 
in the letter in question commented on 
them, saying he prayed he might al- 
ways remember to be as the messenger 
of God to the* Sudan people.
